„ Parochial Queries in order to a Geographical Dictionary, a Na- 
c tural Hiſtory, 8c. of Wales. By the Undertaker. E. L.“ 

Francis Peck purſued it for England in Queries which he 
circulated for the natural hiſtory and antiquities of Leiceſter 
and Rutland ſhires, in a fingle folio ſheet, 17 29; many of 
which are too trivial to deſerve notice, 

Anthony Hammond, eſq. publiſhed a very ſhort ** Incuilitio 
Parochialis,” 1731, in the © Republic of Letters,” val. VII. 
p. 228. 

Theſe were followed on a more enlarged plan by Mr. Blom- 
field, in Queries circulated for a hiſtory of Norfolk, 1736; 
Mr. Hutchins for-Dorſet, 1739; the preſent dean of Exeter, 


for Devon, ſoon after; Mr. Walwyn circulated ſome very brief - 
ones for Herefordſhire, 1749. Dr. Rawlinſon (in what year 


does not appear) circulated queries for a deſcription of Oxtords 
ſhire, but obtained accounts only of two pariſhes.

8 there is no ſcience which is not capable of being facili = 
tated by general rules, that of Antiquity fo far as it relates 
to the illuſtration of our national Topography and Hiſtory, 
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The Dublin Society prefixed a ſet, principally in natural hiſtory, 
to their hiſtory of the county of Down, 1744, 8vo. Theſe 
were taken up by Dr. Burton, 1758, who accompanied them 
with an excellent ſcheme and propoſals for illuſtrating the 
eounty of York, a ſet of additional queries for civil and ec- 
cleſiaſtical hiſtory, and the hiſtory of the pariſh of Heming- 
borough ;—a proper ſpecimen for the Northern part of the 
kingdom, Mr. Mores circulated a ſet of Queries through Berk- 
ſhire, 1759, in order to facilitate his perambulation previous to 
his deſign of writing a hiſtory of that county. 

One would have thought ſuch a plan ſhould have origin atedfrom 
the Society of Antiquaries, did we not know, however extraordi- 
nary the avowal, that ſuch a plan has no place in their ſyſtem, nor, 
if held out by any individual, has any ſupport from their Patro- 
nage as a body, however liberally aſſiſted by particular mem- 
bers. It will not therefore ſeem ſurprizing if this Society, or 
rather the induſtrious Mr. Theobald in their name, did not 
put out ſuch queries till after ſo many collectors for county hiſ- 
tories had ſet the example. Still leſs ſhall one wonder that 
their enquiries met with ſo imperfect a return, or that the 
inquiſitive and public ſpirited compiler Mr. Edward Cave caught 
hold of their Queries, and gave them more general circulation 
in his Magazine for April 1755. In anſwer to them he 
obtained ſhort deſcriptions of five or ſix pariſhes, which if n not 
1o full as might have been wiſhed, yet ſhewed how ſuch re- 
turns might be made; while Mr. Theobald, obtained only a 
deſcription of one place in Berkſhire, if he did not draw it up 
himſelf. 

Mr. Pennant, in 1771, applied the Society 8 Queries to ) the 11 
luſtration of Scotland, where his laudable enquiry met with 
ſuitable returns, and he has certainly kindled a ſpirit of en- 
quiry among the natives, which it were to be wiſhed might 
be ſaid of the ſiſter kingdom, after what the Phyſico-Hiſto- 
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rical Society at Dublin have attempted there, who to 4000 
ſets of Queries obtained but forty anſwers. The laſt propoſer of 
Queries for England was Mr. George Allan, of Darlington, in 
his “ Addreſs and Queries for the Palatinate of Durham, 1774. 
4to. An unfortunate member of the Society of Antiquaries at- 
tempted the ſame year to intereſt that learned body in the reſult 
of their own Queries, which he reprinted in 12mo ſize; but 
the extravagance of his ideas on this ſubject was ſafficient to 
ſink his deſign. | 

It were as abſurd as ungenerous in any man to claim an 
excluſive right in meaſures calculated for the extenſion of 
knowledge, eſpecially when intended for individuals to avail 
themſelves of the returns for the moſt univerſal uſe, not to 
confine themſelves to particular eſſays, ſet off in all the ele- 
gance of language for a work which rejects enlarged deſcrip- 
tions of places, or hiſtorical narratives, becauſe perhaps inca- 
pable of being firſt read in public, or of affording entertainment 
to a miſcellaneous and | polite audience. To this miſtaken 
policy we might aſcribe it that ſo many curious communi- 
cations have been ſmothered; and we may venture to augur 
the refuſal of more which will obtrude themſelves upon the 
public eye in ſome other channel. Truth of every kind will 
find. its way in this inquiſitive age; and though reſpectable 
ſocieties, with all the caution of ſtateſmen, or the prudence 
of antient ' virgins anxious for their chaſtity, declare they are 
not anſwerable for the errors or abſurdities of their members 
in the very moment of publiſhing them, theſe errors and ab- 
ſurdities will be detected and expoſed without reſerve, and 
with greater warmth, by obſcurer perſons envious of ill-acquired 
fame, injured by the loſs of priority in diſcovery, or con- 
cerned to ſacrifice hypotheſis, prejudice, or falſe philoſophy, on 
the altars of experiment, truth, and common ſenſe.

When Mr. Mores left the DIY | he went abroad, and is reported 
to have taken orders; but whether this tradition has any better foun- 
dation than his affectation of wearing his academical habit, and 
calling it that of a Dominican friar, we do not pretend to vouch, 
It has been ſaid that he entered into deacon's orders in the 
church of England, to exempt himſelf from ſerving civil offices. 
Thus much however 1s certain, that in the letters of adminiſtra- 
tion granted to his ſon, on his dying inteſtate, he is ſtyled “ the 
& Rev. Edward-Rowe Mores, D. D.“ but from what biſhop he re- 
ceived ordination we have not yet diſcovered, On his return to 
London, he reſided ſome years in the Heralds' College, intending to 
have become a member of that Society, for which he was extreme- 
ly well qualified by his great knowledge and 1kill in heraldic mat- 
ters; butaltering his plan, he retired about 1760 to Low Leyton, in 
which village he had reſided ſome time before, and while he 
was churchwarden there conſiderably improved the church. 
Here, on an eſtate left him by his father, he built a whimſical houſe 
on a plan, it is ſaid, of one in France. 

In 1759 he circulated queries for a parochial Hiſtory of 
Berkſhire, but made no conſiderable progreſs. His collections 
on that ſubject are now in the poſſeſſion of Mr. Gough. 

The Equitable Society for aſſurance on lives and ſurvivorſhip by 
annuities of 1001. increaſing to the ſurvivors, in ſix claſſes of ages

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1a the latter part of life, Mr. Mores (who had long turned his 
thoughts to the ſubject of early Printing) began to correct the 
uſeful publication of Mr. Ames. On the death of Mr. John 
James of Bartholomew Cloſe (the laſt of the old race of let- 
ter-founders) in June, 1772, Mr. Mores purchaſed all the curi- 
ous parts of that immenſe collection of punches, matrices, and 
types, which had been accumulating from the days of Wynkyn 
de Worde to thoſe of Mr. James. From theſe a large fund of 
entertainment would probably have been given to the curious, if 
the life of Mr. Mores had been prolonged. His intentions may 
be judged of from his valuable Diſſertation on Typographical 
% Founders and Founderies.“ As no more than 80 copies of it 
were printed, it will at leaſt be conſidered as a typographical curio- 
fity. Mr. Nichols, who purchaſed: the whole impreſſion, has 
fubjoined a ſmaH Appendix to it. 

Mr. Mores was a moſt indefatigable colleQor, and poſſefſed 
great application in the early part of his life, but in the latter 
part gave himſelf up to habits of negligence and diſſipation, 
which brought him to his end by a mortification in the 49th 
year of his age, at his houſe at Low Leyton, Nov. 28, 1778. 
His large collection of curious MSS. and valuable library 
of books were fold by auction by Mr. Paterſon in Auguſt follow- 
ing.

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WO reaſons have induced the Editors to open their work 
with the following fragment of our topographical anti- 
quities: its intrinſic merit as to the manner in which it is 
executed, which may make it ſerve as a plan for parochial de- 
ſcriptions, and the motive which led its compiler to draw it 
up. It was Mr. Mores's birth-place ; his father had been 
rector many years, and the pariſh regitters were drawn up on 
a plan conformable to the ideas of our induſtrious antiquary, 
and confiſtent with his endeavours to make even the minuteſt 
record ſubſervient to the great plan of national hiſtory. In 
this view he publiſhed his Nomina & Inſignia gentilitia no- 
« bilium equitumq; fub EpvarDo primo rege militantium,” the 
oldeſt treaſure, as he ſtyles it, of our nobility after Domeſday 
and the Black book of the Exchequer, comprehending both 
their titles and their arms, neither of which were claſſed in any 
other regiſters till the inſtitution of the Heralds College under 
Richard HI. 


From the utility of ſuch a record, the tranſition is obvigus 
to every ſubordinate aid, from funeral monuments, pariſh re- 
giſters, arms interſperſed on or about buildings, &c. The ſe⸗ . 
cond of theſe were firſt inſtituted by Thomas lord Cromwell, get 
who, after the - tranſports of reformation were a little ſubſided, 
could not but recollect the uſe of monaſtic regiſters and obi- 
tuaries. It will admit of a doubt, whether theſe were ſo ex- 
tenſively uſeful as the regiſter of the meaneſt pariſh at preſent:

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but that the moſt copious pariſh regiſter is capable of im- 


provement we need only conſult Mr. Bigland's excellent tract 
on the ſubject, where the plan of ſuch improvement is ſo 
largely diſcuſſed, What effect penalties have had to make the 
entries in theſe regiſters exact, let the ſeveral acts of parliament 
from 1538 to 6 and 7 William III ſpeak *. 


Modern epitaphs are much more genealogical than antient 
ones, and in innumerable inſtances deſcents ſupply the place of 
eulogies. Theſe might be entered in regiſters, and whatever 
particulars of the parties buried, or of parochial hiſtory, an in- 
duſtrious incumbent or his repreſentative could pick up. Great 
confuſion of names might be prevented by attending to dif. 
tinctions in baptiſmal and marriage entries. 


Theſe particulars Mr. Mores had the ſatisfaction to find in 
ſome degree attended to in TUNSTALL regiſters, of which he 
gave the following extract in the dedication to his book before 
cited, p. XXVil.

Mr. Mores the ſame time gives due praiſe to two vicars who 
had inſerted a ſeries of their predeceſſors in their regiſters with 


 . memoirs of their lives: Mr. Johnſon, vicar of Cranbrook, and 


Dr. Saunders, vicar of Blockley in Worceſter dioceſe; to whom 
we may add Dr. Oakes, rector of Long Melford, Suffolk, who 
cauſed the names of all the preceding rectors he could collect 
from 1 309 to himſelf to be inſcribed on two marble tablets fixed 
up on each ſide of the chancel above the reach of injury, 


So much may ſuffice for the original deſign of this little hiſ- 
tory. - In its execution Mr. Mores may be fairly preſumed to 
have exerted all that the dulcedo natalis ſoli calls forth. He pro- 
feſſes to have drawn his materials chiefly from printed books. 
Had the compiler of the general hiſtory of that county, of 
which Tunſtall makes ſo-ſmall a part, confined himſelf only to 
thoſe ſources, how much would he have improved that long- 
expected and voluminous work! But had he penetrated more 
intimately (for, notwithſtanding the profeſſion of the preface, 
ſcarce any ſuch appear among his authorities) into the xepjaia 
of records, inquiſitions, chartularies, regiſters, and that fund of 
materials which are open to every diligent inveſtigator, what a 
hiſtory of KENT, that county of Britain to which her firſt 
invader pays ſuch a compliment, would have ariſen under the 
pen of Mr. HasTED! N

Of the Village of Tunſtall, its Situation and Extent. 


HE village of Tunſtall lies about the middle of the north 
ſide of Kent, agreeably and healthfully ſituated upon a 
Por ſpot of ground, and over ſundry towns, villages, rivers, 
and the iſle of Shepey lying beneath, it has a delightful N 
of the ocean, diſtant about 10 miles. 
According to the civil diviſion of this cot] Tul is Aa 
in the bailiwic and hundred of Milton, lathe of Scray, eaſt divi- 
ſion of the county, and upper diviſion of juſtices in that lathe (a); | 
and, according to the eccleſiaſtical diviſion of the county, is in the 
deanry of Sittingbourne, and dioceſe of Canterbury ().

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The total amount of rents in the pariſh of Tunſtall, 30 Maij, 
1757, was computed at 594/. per ann. but this computation 
was made in ſome meaſure favourable to the occupiers; from 
thence, however, and from the known rents of certain of their 
lands a proportion being. formed, the true yearly amount _y 
be ſuppoſed to be 725 J. 45s. 8 d. nearly. 

It has been before obſerved, that Tunſtall is fituated upon an 
aſcent; and little doubt is. to be made that this eminence of ſitu- 
ation gave name to the place, the very name being ſufficiently 
expreſſive of that eminence; for Dunſtall (an appellation which 
{till prevails among the vulgar), being tranſlated from the lan- 
guage of our anceſtors, points out to us e high place, or, the 
place upon the hill (c). 

If we look into the antient ſtate of this place, and carry our- 
ſelves back to the time of the general ſurvey, the moſt diſtant 
period we can arrive at with any proſpect of ſucceſs, we ſhall 
find that Tunſtall in the time of king Henry I. was little more 
than a private manor, not yet diſtinguiſhed with the name and 
privileges of a pariſh, without a church (if ſo much may be con- 
cluded from the filence of Domeſday book upon this head), ſub. 
ject to its temporal lord, and inhabited by nine villans (d), each 
of whom (a ſkilful antiquary (e) informs us) had a 1 and 
performed the works of huſbandry for their lord. 

The time when Tunſtall was erected into a pariſh appears not; 


but whenever that was accompliſhed, it is ſufficiently plain that 


a ſpirit of devotion, rather than the number of inhabitants, oc- 
caſioned a church to be founded here; for ſo lately as the year 
1537, the number of families reſiding here was no more than 
16, and the number of pariſhioners threeſcore (5); ſinee that 
time indeed theſe numbers have been augmented, and upon an 


exact account taken by myſelf Juno 2, 1757, the ſtate. of the 
place was this:

HE moſt early period which affords us information of a 


place ſo obſcure as this, whereof I treat, is the reign of 
king Edward the Confeſſor; at which time we read that Tunſtall 


was held by OswaRD, a Saxon of rank and dignity, who had | 
large poſſeſſions in the county of —_— of which he was a 


in the reign of that king. 

Oſward, therefore, we are to look upon as che maſk antient 
owner and capital lord of this place; ; an appellation which, ac- 
cording to the ſenſe in which I ſpeak, is not indeed aricuy ap- 
plicable to the times preceding the ingreſs of the Normans; but 
as he held Tunſtall immediately of the crown, I chufe to men- 
tion him under this denomination. 

The acceſſion of William I. to the crown of England tons 
with it an almoſt entire change in the government, cuſtoms, and 
uſages of this kingdom. But of all the alterations which were 
then introduced, none were more great or more ſenſibly felt by 
our Saxon anceſtors than the change of property which en- 
ſued thereon, and the new kind of tenure which was then im- 
poſed upon the eſtates of this realm. For the Norman king, 
defirous of ſecuring by policy what he had obtained by force 
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or fraud, diſpoſſeſſed the Engliſh of their poſſeſſions, and diſ- 
tributed them amongſt his Norman followers, at the ſame time 
ſubjecting their lands to a military tenure, and creating thoſe 
feodal duties, conditions, and ſervices, with which the nation 
was afterwards burthened for the {pace of 600 years. 

Of thoſe who- attended the expedition of the duke of Nor- 
mandy into England, no perſon was more eminently ſerviceable 
to him therein than Opo the biſhop of Baieux, his half brother, 
a man formed by nature for a warfare very different from that 
to which he was engaged by his profeſſion. For his ſignal ſer- 
vices he was created by his brother earl of Kent, and enriched 
with a prodigious quantity of thoſe lands which were then 
taken from their antient owners. | 

Tunſtall was part of them; and at the time of the general 
ſurvey, was held of the biſhop of Baieux, by HuGo DE PoRTE, 
being thus recorded in Domeſday book :

But in the next reign Odo falling from his allegiance, and 
promoting a conſpiracy againſt king William II. in behalf of 
Robert Curthoſe, then duke of Normandy, whom he wanted 
to advance to the throne of England, loſt all his honours and vaſt 
power, and for ever abjured the kingdom: whereupon his lands, 
as I ſuppoſe, eſcheated to the crown; by which means the in- 
termediate

termediate dependence between the king and de Port being then 
extinguiſhed, the latter and his poſterity became the capital lords 
of this place, which they held of the crown in the ſame manner 
as Odo before had held it. 

Hugo de Port was poſſeſſed of 67 lordſhips in the county of 
Southampton( g); and making Baſing the head of his barony, Tun- 
ſtall became dependent upon that manor, being held as parcel 
thereof, and apparently tenant thereto. To him ſucceeded- 
Hunky de Port his ſon and heir, whoſe ſon and heirs 

Joan de Port 12 Henry II. 1163 (+), upon the aſſeſſment of 
the aid for marrying the king's daughter, certified the knights 
fees he then held to be in number 5 5 de vet. feoff. & 2 de novo. 
To him ſucceeded 

ADAM de Port his eldeſt ſon, conſtituted governor of the caſtle 
of Southampton, 15 John; but being afterwards accuſed for the 
death of king Henry II. he was thereupon adjudged to forfeit 
all his lands. His ſon 3 

WILLIAM, rejecting the name of de Port, aſſumed the ſurname 
of S. JohN, writing himſelf Willielmus de $'co Jobanne fil. et h. 
Ade de Port, and 15 John gave 500 marks to the king for li- 
very of all the lands of Adam de Port his father ; and moreover 
covenanted to provide, at his own proper coſts, ten ſoldiers well 
fitted with horſes and arms to ſerve the king for one whole year 
in Poictou. 

ROBERT de S. John his fon and heir ſucceeded ; who dying. 
about the 5th year of Henry III. 1263, 

JohN de S. John his ſon and heir had livery of his lands, who

1319, ſeiſed as capital lord of this 
place, which was held of him, as parcel of his manor of 
Baſing, by Stephen de Cobham the younger, by the ſervice in- 
cident to one knights fee, and was then valued at the income of 
per annum.

N the preceding chapter I have briefly touched upon the 
changes introduced by the Normans, ſo far as was neceſſary 
for the perfect underſtanding of what I was then about to deliver: 
the ſame method I ſhall obſerve in this chapter likewiſe, wherein 
] propoſe to treat of the meſne lords of this place, or, to uſe a 
term more univerſally underſtood, the lords of the manor of 
Tunſtall. 

Though there are but few perſons who have not a Fr notion 
of what is meant by a manor, yet every one is not acquainted 
with the nature and original of its conſtitution ; points very 
neceſſary to be known by thoſe who ſhall peruſe, as * theſe, 
as other memoirs of the like nature. 

To convey to them this piece of knowledge in as few words 
as may be, let it be remembered, that the Conqueror was exceed- 
ingly liberal to his Norman friends, inſomuch that the whole king- 
dom was divided amongſt a number of perſons, each of whom, 
upon an equal partition, muſt at a moderate computation have 


therefore, who had been thus enriched, partly becauſe of 
the extent and diſtance of their poſſeſſions, and partly in alle- 


made a further diviſion of their reſpective lands, granting cer- 
tain quantities to certain inferior tenants upon certain conditions 
and ſervices to be performed therefore. Theſe inferior tenants 
fixed their abode upon the lands which they thus held; but 
nevertheleſs made a further diviſion of them: part they re- 
ſerved to themſelves for the uſe of their families by the name 
C of 


poſſeſſed a quantity of land much too great to have been 
under the immediate inſpection of any ſingle perſon. Thoſe, 


viation of the ſervices they were obliged to perform for them, :

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of demeſi lands, the remaining part they parcelled out amongſt 
tenants ſtill inferior to themſelves, and holding of them by ſuch 
rents and ſervices as they thought meet to impoſe. 

This laſt ſub-divifion is what we are now talking of, and 
what at this day we are to underſtand by the term manor, fo 
named from the reſidence of the lord thereon ; who then, and 
in ſome meaſure now likewiſe, maintains a juriſdiction over 
thoſe within his diſtrict. 

So that the meſne lords of Tunſtall, though their title implies 
a ſubjection, and to a leſs intelligent reader may convey an idea 
of inferiority, are nevertheleſs perſons of conſiderable conſe- 
quence : and to ſuch as deſire an acquaintance with the hiſtory 
of this place, the account of them is of greater importance than 
that of any other perſons whatſoever ; inaſmuch as they were 
moſt intimately connected therewith, and were immediately in- 
tereſted in whatever could affect or concern the ſame. 

But in reſpect to the meſne lords of this place, record has not 
been altogether ſo favourable to us as we found it in the pre- 
ceding chapter. 

The next family that had any intereſt here (as far as J have 
bitherto diſcovered) was the ARsics.; and of them MANASSER 
Arſic is the firſt whom I can with any certainty mention. He 
held of John de Port one knight's fee of the old feofment 1 2 
Henry II (. 

His fon ALEXANDER Arſic, 8 Richard I. 1197, was diſcharged 
of his ſcutage upon the expedition then lately made into Nor- 
mandy for his knights fees in this county (/). 5 

To him ſucceeded JohN Arſic his ſon and heir, who married | 


Margaret daughter of Richard de Vernon; but he dying iſſueleſs 


about the 7th year of king John's reign, 1206, RoBerT de Arſic

 HuzerT DE BURGo, who obtained the king's confirmation thereof 
to himſelf and Margaret his fourth wiſe, the daughter of William 
king of Scotland, and. their _— begotten heirs, September 
I4, 1227 (0). 

Ann. 1232. At this time the pope's uſurpations by exactions, 
proviſions, diſpoſing churches to aliens, and other innovations, 
became ſo intolerably oppreſſive to the people of England, that 
a general commotion and oppoſition againſt him and his agents 
was ſtirred up throughout the kingdom: letters of complaint 
were every where diſperſed againſt them ; the fermours. were 
prohibited from accounting with the Romans for their rents ; 
and the biſhops were deterred by incendiary threatenings from. 
interpoſing their authority in their behalf. In conſequence 
hereof, divers barns of the Romans were broke open, and their 
corn was either ſold at an eafy rate, or given to the poor (). 

The news of theſe proceedings being carried to Rome, the 
king, in compliance with the pope's peremptory mandate, iſſued 
forth writs to the ſheriff of each county, commanding them to 
enquire diligently after thoſe who had ſeized on the goods, and 
threſhed out the corn, of the Romans (). 

And it appearing that Hubert de Burgo had been an er 
of theſe violences, the king directed his precept to the ſheriffs, 
requiring them to make livery of the eſtates of Hubert unto 


Of the poſſeſſions thus granted, the manor of Tunſtall ſhould ſeem to have been part, which, 
as a certain French record informs us, was in the ſame year, amongſt other things, given by the 
archbiſhop to- his nephew Walter de Gray, fire de Rotherfeld. Regiſt. Honor, de Riehm. p. 60. 
Upon what authority this aſſertion is grounded, I know not. Certain it is, that Hubert de 
Burgo had the king confirmation of this manor previous to this gift of the archbiſhop; and yet 
equally certain it is, that the ſame king by his charter, dated at Weſtminſter, 12th of June, 29th. 
of his reign, did grant to Walter de Gray, the ſon of Robert de Gray,. and nephew of Waltcr 
archbiſhop of York, all the right which he then had, or at any time might have, in the manors of 
Tunſtall and Shepeye.

Robert Paſſelewe of Paſſelewe ( to the end that out of the 
rents and iſſues thereof, thoſe who had thus ſuffered might have 
ſatis faction equal to their reſpective loſſes (6). And purſuant 
thereto, poſſeſſion of thoſe lands which he had lately purchaſed 
in Tunſtall was delivered to Paſſelewe for the ſaid purpoſe (1). 
I)he before- mentioned worthy perſon and faithful ſervant to 

the king, Hubert de Burgo, after variety of ſufferings, ended his 
days at Banſtede in Surry, 4 id. May, 1243, 27 Henry III. and 
his corps was honourably interred. within. the church of the 
Black-Friers,. then fituated in Holborn, on the back-fide of 
Lincoln's- inn; to which convent he had been a large benefactor, 
having, amongſt other things, beſtowed on them his palace at 

Weſtminſter, afterwards purchaſed. by the archbiſhop of York,. 
and now called White-hall (z). 

Jond de Burgo, the eldeſt ſon of earl Hubert, doing his ha- 
mage 27 Henry III. (which. was the year wherein his father died) 
had hvery of the lands of his inheritance (*); but I believe that 
Tunſtall was part of the "dowry of Margaret his mother, who 
dying 44 Henry III. this John was found to be her next heir, 
and of full age upon the 29th of July G); in which year he 
obtained a charter of free-warren for. his manors of. Newington 
and Tunſtall (Z). 

The ſaid John married Hawiſia, 8 and heir of William 
de Lanvaley (a). When he died I know. not: but he left iſſue 

Jonx de Burgo his ſon and heir; whoſe daughter Margaret 
marrying Sir STEPHEN DE PENSHERST (5) or PENCHESTER, the 
famous lord-warden of the cinque-ports, the inheritance of.

Of this Sir Stephen de Pencheſter I have to add, that he 
was high ſheriff of the county of Kent 53 Henry III.; and that 9g 
Edward I. he and Margaret his wife had licence from the crown 


to embattle their man ſion-houſe at Alington in this county (d); 


that Pencheſter-tower in Dover-caſtle was named from him (e); 
and that he dying between the 24th and 34th years of king 
Edward I. 1301, was buried in the church at Penſhurſt, under 
2 marble monument, whereon the portraiture of a knight com- 
pleatly armed is, or was, to be ſcen. 

Upon the death of Sir Stephen dc dat MARGARET his 
widow ſucceeded to the poſſeſſion of this place, in which ſh& 
had an intereſt for life by virtue of a demiſe from Anthony Bek 
biſhop of Durham; who had therein enfeoffed the ſaid Stephen 
and Margaret, to hold to the ſaid Stephen and Margaret, and the 
heirs of the ſaid Stephen for ever. But this life eſtate deter- 
mining upon the death of the lady Pencheſter, which happened 
2 Edward II. 1309, by an inquiſition taken at Tunſtall, in craft. 
Epiph. Domini 2 Edward II. Johanna the wife of Henry de Cob- 
beham of Rundale and Alice the wife of John de Columbariis were 


found to be the daughters and next heirs of the ſaid Stephen, of - 
whom the former was aged 40 and upwards (/), the latter 30 and 


upwards. This inquiſition having been executed at this very place, 
and with more preciſion and greater exactneſs than any which 1 
have met with relating thereto, I have thought fit to give a copy of 
it in the appendix ; the rather, for that I have ſeen many extracts 
from it in the collections of antiquaries, and moſt. of them 
erroneous ; and for this further reaſon, that, if my memory fails 
me not, the original is much worn, and in ſome. danger of Des 
coming illegible. ;

oan his wife, he obtained the king's charter for a. market every 
wiek upon the Thurſday at Groombrigge in Kent; and a fair 
yearly on the eve-day and morrow after the feaſt of St. John 
ad Port. Lat. 22 Edward I. being then a knight, he was con- 
ſtituted governor of the iſles of Gerneſey and Jereſey; and 
34 Edward I. made conſtable of Dover caſtle, and warden of the 
cinque- ports; and 3 Edward II. had livery of the lands of the 
inheritance of Joan his wife (c); which I therefore ſuppoſe de- 
ſcended unto her upon the death of »— her mother. 
By his wife Johanna he had ne 
STEPHEN DE COBHAM, who, 34 Edward I. 8 Ed- 
ward was knighted with bathing and other ſacred ceremonies, 
received the like honour with him and many others (D. Upon 
the death of Joan his mother, 18 Edward II. 1325, performing 
his fealty, he ſhared in the lands of her inheritance(#); and 
Tunſtall, whether by means of a gift from Alicia his aunt of 
the mediety which was hers, or otherwiſe, came undivided to 
him; and upon an inquifion taken at Alnodynton, the x Sth of 
May, 3 Edward III. 1329, after the death of John de St, John, 
it was found that this Stephen de Cobham, by the name of 
Stephen de Cobham, junior, held the manor of Tunſtall, with 
the appurtenances, by the. ſervices incident to one knight's fee (2). 
He was ſummoned to parliament amongſt the barons of this 
realm from 20 Edward II. to 6 Edward III. in which year he 
died, leaving John his ſon and heir, 13 years of age (o). 
But this family deſerting the inheritance, Tunſtall became part 
of the eſtate of THoMAs DE BROTHERTON (Y), earl of Norfolk and 
OY of England; and with MARGARET one of his daughters

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and coheireſſes went by marriage firſt to you DE SEGRAVE (7); 
and afterwards to Sir WALTER DE MANNY (V). 

This Walter de Meduana, Maney, or Manny, deſcended from 
Walter de Meduana (g), who in king Henry the third's time held 
twenty knights fees in this county, was ſummoned as a baron to 
ſit in parliament from 21 to 44 Edward III(z). was with king 
Edward III. at the ſiege of Calais (2), near which place, ſo 
great truſt did that king repoſe in him, that he and his ſon 
Edward the black prince fought under his colours in a private 
habit againſt Monſieur de Charmy, as Daniel tells us in his chro- 
Ice. | 
Sir William Dugdale ſays (a), that Sir Walter de Maney held 
Dunſtaple in Kent, which is certainly a miſtake for Tunſtall, but 
not in right of his wife. 

In the liſt of thoſe of this county who paid aid for making 
the Black Prince knight, 20 Edw.

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The. original of this family is to be ſearched for in Hert- 
fordſhire (7). At Yardley in that county is a manor called 
Cromer, which in all probability borrowed its name from its 
poſſeſſors before the time of king Henry III. (C) 

But the firſt of the name whom I have any knowledge of 
was JoHN CROWMER of Aldenham in Hertfordſhire . the fa- 
ther of 
Sir WILLIAM CROWMER (n), knight, citizen and draper of 
London, ſheriff of the ſaid city, an. 1405, and lord- mayor in the 
years 1413 and 1423: he was ſworn to execute the office of 
mayor and likewiſe the office of eſcheater for the city of Lon- 
don, 30. Oct. 2 Henry VI, at the preſentation of William Wel- 
dern, mayor, Henry Barton, Robert Taterſhale, and other citi- 
zens (u). This gentleman purchaſed the manor of Tunſtall of. 
Sir Robert Knolles. 

He married Margaret, daughter and heireſs of Thomas 
Squirry, of Squirries-court in the pariſh of Weſtram in this 
county (o); and dying in the year 1433, was buried under an 
ancient tomb on the ſouth ſide of the church of St. Martin Ord- 
gar in London, in a chapel of his own foundation (). 

Sir William Crowmer by his will, in 1421, gave to the pariſh 
of St. Martin Ordgar, his houſe or tenement in Sweeting's-lane, 
and likewiſe his houſes and gardens in Crutched-Friers, for the 
repairs and ornaments of the ſaid church, and for the uſe of 
the poor (). He left by his will, which was proved in the 
prerogative court of Canterbury by Margaret his wife, to the 
fabric of Tunſtall church xl. to the poor of the Pari xl. ang 
for amending the bad roads at Tunſtall xxl.

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She married afterwards Robert lord Poynings, whom -ſhe 
likewiſe ſurvived, and made her will 18 Auguſt, 26 Hen. VI, by 
the title of Margaret lady Poyning, and directed her body to be 
buried in the church of St. Martin's Orgar, in the ſepulchre 
where her good huſband Crowmer laid: and ordered that a 
prieſt ſhould pray for her there for the ſpace of ſeven years. 
She made her own ſon William Crowmer her executor, to whom 


ſhe gave the reſidue of all her goods, after bequeathing, amongſt 
other legacies, to William Crowmer, her grandſon, one hundred 


pounds: to her daughter Alianor Poynings ten pounds, and to 
Thomas Seynt John ten pounds. She died in the year 1448, 


her will being proved 27th of November in that year (7). 


His ſon and heir WILLIAM Crowmer of Tunſtall, eſq; ſucceeded 


him. He was high ſheriff of Kent, 23 Henry VI, 1445, and 


was beheaded at Mile-End, 3 July, 1450, by Jack Cade and his 
infamous adherents, becauſe he had married -Elizabeth, the 
only daughter of Sir James Fiennes, lord Say and Sele, whom 
they had alſo barbarouſly maſſacred in Cheapſide. Being thus 
ſuddenly deprived of life, Mr. Crowmer died inteſtate, and the 
adminiftration of his effects was committed to Sir William Fynes, 
knight, his brother in law, and Thomas Wynſlowe, citizen and 
draper of London, 18 July, 14506). 

Not ſatisfied with this piece of cruelty, Cade ordered the body 
of lord Say to be drawn naked through the town into South- 
wark, and there to be quartered. Whether Sir William was 
treated in the ſame manner I do not find: but their heads were 
both ſtuck upon poles and carried before Cade through the 
ſtreets of London; and, out of mockery, were made to kiſs each

cir William Dugdale ſays 0 lord Say's untimely death hap- 
pened the 4th of July, Sir William Say, knight, his ſon and 
heir, by Emeline his wife, daughter of.. . . Cromer, being 
about that time 24 years of age. For this he quotes Eſc. 29 
Hen. VI. n. 29. and H. 12. in Off. Arm. b. 4. a. But of all the 
accounts which I have hitherto ſeen, this is the only one that ſays 
lord Say married a daughter of Crowmer. Other pedigrees, and 
particularly one in Mr. Dodſworth's Collections, vol. LXXXI. 
f. 23. call his wife Amelina de Walſingham. 

1 have ſeen a copy of the will of this lord Say, dated x 2 April, 
28 Henry VI; in it are mentioned Emelye his wife, Sir William 
Fenys, his ſon, and Elizabeth, Emelye, and Jane, his daughters; 
ſo that Sir William Crowmer's lady was the eldeſt, but not the 
only daughter of Sir James Fiennes (). | 

He was ſucceeded by his ſon Sir JIAuxs Crowmer, knight, 
who by Catherine, daughter of Sir William Cauntelo, knight, 
citizen and mercer of London, whom I find to have been patron 
of the church of Murſton, 1472(x): left iſſue Sir William 
Crowmer his eldeſt ſon O). 

Of this lady Crowmer, or ſome other of the family of Caunt- 
elo, there ſeems to be a memorial in the eaſt window of the 
chancel; I think there are two lines of an inſcription remain- 
ing, but when I was laſt at Tunſtall in 1750, I could make 
nothing ſatisfaftory out of it. The arms of Cauntelo, by miſ- 
take, impaling Ones, (EY Squirry, are in the eaſt win-

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dow. of the north iſle, from which we conclude, that Sir James 
Crowmer, or his lady, or both, had ſepulture here. 

Whether Henry Crowmer, of Tunſtall, as Fuller puts him 
down, who was ſheriff of this county 21 Henry VI, were a 
younger brother to this Sir James, as according to the order of 
time one may not unreaſonably ſuppoſe, or in what other degree 
of relationſhip he ſtood with theſe whom we are now treating 
of, 1 have not yet diſcovered. 

Sir WILLIAM Crowmer, knight, eldeſt ſon of Sir James Crow- 
mer, bore the office of high ſheriff for this county, 19 Henry 
VII, and 1 Henry VIII, 1504 and 1509; and dying 2oth of 
July, 15 39, was buried in the pariſh church of Tunſtall, where 
his arms are till to be ſeen in the painted windows (2). 

His wife was Alicia the only daughter of Sir William Haut, 
of Hauteſborne, knight, of whom I can ſay no more at pre- 
ſent than that her arms, impaled with her huſband's, are to be 
ſeen in the church windows; and that if ſhe was buried here, 
as I ſuppoſe ſhe was, her death happened before her huſband's ; 
for the pariſh regiſter, which is a very exact one, takes no 
notice of it. 

Sir William Crowmer laſt mentioned had two brothers, 
George Crowmer, rector of Murſton in this county, a living 
formerly in the patronage of the family: this he reſigned in the

daughter named Frances, born 6th April, 1 597) afterwards 
the wife of Sir Matthew Carew, knight. 

His ſecond lady was Martha, daughter of Sir Matthew Carew, 
knight, who being left a widow was remarried to Sir EDWARD 
HaLEs of Tenterden, knight, and was here buried 11th Maij, 
1626. By her he had three more daughters, Elizabeth, wife 
to Sir John Steed, of Steed-Hill, knight, whoſe ſon I ſuppoſe 
was Crowmer Steed, eſq. whom being in his minority, and in the 
wardſhip of the crown, King Charles the Firſt preſented to the 
church of Marſton, 19th February, 1630(#): Martha, born 
27th April, 1601, and Chriſtian bora 6th October, 16g7. 

Thus ended this noble family, Sir James dying 27th Marti, 
1613, two hundred years from their firſt ſettlement here; and 
in him, I uſed to think, that the name of Crowmer had been 
extinguiſhed; but I read that George Cromer of London, who 
had iſſue male, died 20th June, 1031, aged 79, and was bu- 
ried at Oakham in Surry (J). 

As for the two daughters of Sir James Crowmer, Martha Lk 
Chriſtian ; the former dyed unmarried 14th April, 1615, and 
is complimented 1 in the pariſh regiſter with the title of IIA 
uV. Chriſtian was married x Mart. 1624, to Jon, eldeſt | 
ſon of Sir Edward Hales, then of Tenterden in this county, 
knight and baronet, (which ſaid Sir Edward married the widow 
of Sir James Crowmer) by Deborah only daughter and heireſs 
of Walter Harlakenden, of Woodchurch, eſq. and by this match 
was Tunſtall added to the poſſefiions of the Hales's. 

In a chapel on the ſouth ſide of the chancel is a ſumptuous 
monument of Sir James Crowmer, and, which is ſomething re- 
markable, the only one of this family to be ſeen in the church 
except a {mall plate of braſs which I have before taken notice

of. Indeed there are three large ſtones which have been ſhamefully 
robbed of their braſs plates; and theſe might belong to the 
Crowmers though I cannot affirm that they did. The monu- 
ment J am ſpeaking of exhibits the ſtatues. of Sir James and lady 
Martha Crowmer praying before an altar, and of the four 
daughters in the ſame attitude; the inſcriptions are pretty long, 
and as they are to be met with elſewhere 1 ſhall here omit 
them. 

The manſion houſe of the Crowmers is not now in being; 
it was ſituated about a quarter. of a mile from the church ſouth- 
wards, a little beyond a large meadow named the Shooters | 
Meadow. I am told that it was begun to be rebuilt by Sir James 
Crowmer juſt before his death; that after his death the materials 
were purchaſed by Sir Robert Vyner, and carried to London; 
and that his dwelling-houſe in Lombard-ſtreet, now the general 
poſt-office, was built with them. 

The ancient habitation of the Crowmers was at Grove-end : Sir 
James removed it to the place here mentioned as a better ſitua- 
tion; but his magnificent ſeat was never finiſhed. The ruinated 
houſe at the bottom of the ſtreet was built for Sir Edward Hales 
about 1655, by Mr. John Grove, his ſteward. This is the houſe 
which Philipot, p. 343, calls a fabric of that ſtupendous magni- 
ficence that it at once obliges the eye to admiration and delight. 
This houſe, however, muſt have been built ſooner. than 1655. 
Sir Edward Hales died 1654, Philipot, I think, ſays it was build- 
ing when he wrote, which was about the year 1635; he was 
making collections in the year 1633: but after all it may be 
queſtioned whether this is really the houſe which Philipot 
meant; it certainly does not deſerve the character he gives of it. 
The ſcite of the manſion-houſe is to this day called The 
Ruins. The foundations which may eaſily be traced, ſhew the 
building to have been of a large extent: beſides the bare foun- 
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dations there is nothing remaining but a capacious vaulted cellar, 
not long ſince a receptacle tor beggars and other diſorderly per- 
ſons who reſorted here to the great annoyance of the neigh- 
bours, and committed ſome robberies hereabouts. 

Amongſt theſe was one Peter.. . . a bricklayer's labourer, 
a tall raw-boned Iriſhman, who, not long before the fact I am 
going” to mention, had been employed in ſome work at my fa- 
ther's houſe. This man affaulted a perſon of one of the neigh- 
'bouring villages as he was returning home by. night, and took 
from him ſeveral little matters, which though of no great value, 
yet being found upon him ſerved to give us ſome light” into the 
o<caſton of his death. 

The day after the robbery, while he was in the adjacent barn 
called the Ruins Barn, waiting for a bundle of ſtraw which James 
Speer (a Scotchman born at Merrymore. in the ſhire of Air) the 
thraſher was making up for him, the conſtable of the hundred, 
with his attendants, arrived at the cellar in order to diſperſe the 
vagrants who had ſettled there, which he ſeeing, and, as was 
ſuppoſed, imagining their buſineſs was with him upon account 
of the robbery, retired in great haſte to the then uninhabited 
ſeat of Sir John Hales, where a few days after. he was diſcovered 
by one Thomas Love, a young lad of this pariſh, hanging. upon 
a ſtaple of one of the chamber doors, in fuch manner that great 
part of his body lay upon the floor. His knife and ſhoes were 
found in the window at the further end of the room. The jury 
bringing in their verdict ſelf-murder, he was buried in the road 
before the ſaid houſe under the hedge on the right” hand as we 
go towards the tenement now the widow Love's. 

I mention this affair that if in after-times this fellow's bones 
ſhall chance to be diſcovered, the inhabitants may account for 
it without the affiſtance of a murder or ſome other wonderful 
tale, which upon ſuch occaſions the common people are ſo apt 
to feign. 

AC 
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At a little diſtance from The Ruins is a ſmall cappice, or as 


we call it a ſhave, where, in January, 17 38, ſeveral hundred 


broad pieces of gold were dug up. The boy before-mentioned, 
Thomas Love, led the way to this diſcovery; for, turning aſide 
as he was going on an errand, he perceived four or five of 
theſe pieces lying upon the ground, which he took away with 
him; but not knowing what they were, and careleſsly playing 
with them at Daniel Wood's, a farmer at Highſtall foreſtall, 
Wood got knowledge of the place where they were found;. and 


going thither made himſelf maſter of a very handſome treaſure; . 


but not being able to keep the ſecret he refunded 624 of the 
broad pieces for the uſe of the crown, though Sir John Hales 
claimed the whole, it being thought that his anceſtor had con- 
cealed them there during the civil wars. 
Mrs. Tyſoe, mother-in-law to the rev. Mr. Tyſoe, vicar of 
Bredgar, was viſiting at Sir Edward's houſe, when they were 
concealed, and very well remembered the hiding of them; it 
was immediately after the defeat at Maidſtone. She faid alſo 
that a large parcel of jewels were depoſited in the ſame ſhave, 
then called the Gaſcoyne walk; I ſuppoſe from cherry-trees of 
that name which might grow there. Upon the credit of Mrs. 


Tyſoe's account theſe jewels have been often ſearched for, but 


hitherto without ſucceſs. 

I come now to ſpeak of the Hales, preſent. lords of Tunſtall, 
a family of great. antiquity; but as their intereſt here is not of 
ſo long ſtanding, I ſhall go no ne that Re laſt century, be- 
ginning with | | 
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Sir EDWARD Hals, knight, who was advanced to the dig- 
nity of a baronet 1611; he ſerved in ſeveral parliaments, and 
took part with thoſe that raiſed the rebellion againſt king 
Charles I. He died October 6th, 1647, aged 78 (n). This is 
he for whom the noble monument in Tunſtall church was 
erected with his effigies in full proportion cut in marble. His 
wives were Deborah, daughter and heir of Martin Harlackenden 
of Woodchurch, eſq. and Martha the relict of Sir James 
Crowmer. | | 

Joux, the eldeſt ſon of Sir Edward, by Deborah his firſt lady, 
married Chriſtian, the youngeſt of the daughters and coheirs of 
Sir James Crowmer aforeſaid; and by this marriage was Tun- 
{tall brought into the family of Hales. This John died in the 
life-time of his father, and left flue | 

Sir EDWARD Hales, baronet, a zealous royaliſt, who in his 
younger years riſqued his perſon and fortune in the cauſe, in- 
ſomuch that he was forced to abſcond and live beyond the ſeas 
on account of the great debts he had contracted for the king's ſer- 
vice.. He died in France fome years after the Reſtoration, *and left 
iſſue by his lady Anne one of the daughters and coheirs of 
Thomas lord Wotton of Bocton Malherbe 

Sir EDWARD Hales, baronet, his ſon and heir, who was a preat 
favourite with king James II, and was by him created earl of 
Tenterden, He died in France, and was buried in the church 
of St. Sulpice in Paris, 1695. He married Frances daughter 
of Sir Francis Windibank of Oxfordſhire, knight, and had iſſue 
five ſons and ſeven daughters.

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T., H E. CHURCH 
is built of flint, and, as the generality of churches in this coun- 
ty are, is a neat building; it conſiſts of a body, two ſide iſles, 
and a chancel; there is alſo a chapel on the ſouth ſide of the 
chancel, at the weſt end is a tower, and therein a pretty ring of 
bells, five in number, the oldeſt of which was caſt in 1573. It 
is in the deanry of Sittingbourne and dioceſe of Canterbury, and 
is dedicated to St. John the Baptiſt, F-10116! 

Of its antiquity I can ſay nothing with certainty. Honorius, 
archbiſhop of this ſee, firſt ordained pariſhes ; and as we may 
ſuppoſe he was particularly careful of his own dioceſe, ſo we 
may perhaps, with ſome ſmall appearance of truth imagine, 
that Tunſtall had a church ſo early as in his time, though the 
preſent building is by no means to be thought of this antiquity, 
or indeed any older. than the well-known remarkable period of 

church-building in England. | þ hi 
The patrons, of the church were formerly the lords of the 
manor, who alſo were frequently the founders of our parochial 
churches ; one of theſe, Hubert de Burgo, gave the patronage of 
Tunſtall to the archbiſhop of Canterbury, Richard Wetherſide, 
and his ſucceſſors for ever (7). This donation was confirmed by

proceed now to the account of thoſe inctimbents of this 
church whoſe names I have recovered, and ſuch particulars of 
their lives as I am at prefent acquainted. with; which as it 
contains but an imperfect ſeries I ſhall firſt premiſe that this 
is not owing to any negligence of mine, but to want of op- 
portunity for ſearching at thoſe places where . the proper ma- 
terials for compleating it are repoſited. The ſame muſt be al- 
ledged in excuſe for any other defects which may be found in 
the preceding pages; for I have never yet applied myſelt ex pro- 
eO to treat of the antiquities of this place, or had recourſe to 


any of the public offices neceſſary to be conſulted on this oc- 


caſion, though I hope ſhortly ſo to do. Moſt of what I have 
ſaid occurred to me in the courſe of my ſearches for a very large 
work which I am engaged in; and as my additions to the for- 
mer hiſtories of this place are chiefly fetched from printed vo- 
lumes of our antiquities, they ſerve in a remarkable manner to 
ſhew how capable of improvement the preſent hiſtories of this 
county are, and what unpardonable indolence the lateſt writer 
on this ſubject is guilty of,

LAMBERTUS DE MONN ETO is the firſt I have hitherto met with; 
by birth an Italian as his name ſhould intimate; and one par- 
ticularly favoured by John Peckham, archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury ; for in the year 1281, when the profits of this his be- 
nefice were upon the point of ſequeſtration by reaſon of the 
dilapidated condition of his church, the archbiſhop by his 
mandate iſſued from S. Malling Jan. 10, 1281-2, ſuper- 

ſeded 
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ſeded. the ſequeſtration, and undertook, when the defects of 


reparation ſhould be ſignified unto him, to ſee himſelf to the 


ſufficient amendment of the ſame (0). Monneto, who was 
not in full orders, preſuming upon this favour of the arch- 
biſhop, ventured to abſent himſelf from an ordination ſame 
time after holden at Croyden, at which he was particularly 
cited to appear, which occaſioned the archbithap to direct a 
ſequeſtration of his benefice till he ſhould have taken thoſe 
orders which the quality of his preferment did require (2), to 
which end he was cited to appear before the archbiſhop on 
the Friday next following, the Sunday on which is ſung the 
ſervice beginning with “ Miſericordia - Domini,” in the fifth 
year of archbiſhop Peckham's conſecration 1283, with which 
citation I ſuppole he did comply. 

Beſides the rectory of Tunſtall he had alſo the benefice of

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From the account already given of the preceding rectox. it is 
eaſy to gueſs under what circumſtances this living muſt of ne- 
ceſſity have come to his ſucceſſor; and agreeably thereto the next 
thing we meet with is a licence from the archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, dated July 8, 1712, impowering Mr. Mores wholly to take 
down the old parfonage houſe of Tunſtall, which could ftand no 
longer (u), and to build a new commodious and fit houſe for the 
ſaid rectory, at his own expence, in its ſtead: accordingly the 
old parſonage houſe was begun to be pulled down July 10, 
1712, and the foundation of the new one begun 224 of the 
ſame month. 

Mr. Mores having by this means at his own charge provided 
for the future reſidence of a miniſter upon the ſpot, and being, 
excluſive of his profeſſion, a gentleman by birth, character, and 
fortune, it may reaſonably be ſuppoſed that at leaſt an ordinary 
reſpect was ſhewn to him by thoſe for whoſe advantages he had 
been ſo remarkably ſolicitous; but neither theſe nor more 
weighty conſiderations are a ſufficient ſafeguard againſt the aſ- 
ſaults of miſchievous and malicious men; and for the encourage- 
ment of thoſe who may be hereafter minded: to go and do like- 
wiſe, be it known, that the only recompenſe he met with from 
his pariſhioners was a continued barsch of abuſes, inſults, and 
oppreſſion. 1 

The firſt acknowledgement received for his benefadion Was 
an advance of his parſonage in 1717, in the aſſeſſment to tha 
land-tax from J. 54 to J. 100 per ann. but as the tythes of his 
living were let for no more than J. 95 per ann. which ſum in- 
cluded the tenths, procurations, and other deductions, by a proper 
application the ſame was reduced to J. 9o per ann. which was

Thus ended the buſineſs of * land tax: but that was not 
the only grievance which Mr. Mores had ſubjected himſelf to by 
having been a benefactor to the pariſh. 'Upon the 24th of July, 
1720, at a veſtry publicly appointed and holden for the pariſh, 
a certain rate was granted to Thomas Baniſter, then overſeer of 
the poor, for the relief of the poor and payment of pariſh debts, 
This. rate Baniſter accordingly prepared, dated' July 3r, but did 
not produce it till Auguſt 7, at-another veſtry, when 'he deſired 
the inhabitants then ailembled to ſign it; but ſome of them ob- 
jecting becauſe the day was Sunday; and others becauſe Mr. Wil- 
kins was not there, it was deferred till the next day; at which 
time the pariſhioners being again aſſembled in the chancel (the 
place where the pariſh meetings are uſually held) Wilkins con- 
tended that the parſonage- houſe ſhould be rated diſtinctly from 
the parſonage; though that was rated to the full and bigher than 
any eſtate in the place; which the rector objecting to, and plead- 
ing againſt, was told by Mr. Wilkins that he had no buſineſs 
there, and with much abuſive language was directed to go out 
of the church. The rector ſeveral times perſuaded him to peace, 
but he ſtill continued his railing, clamour, and oaths, and the 
inhabitants departed without ſigning the rate. 

Auguſt 1 2th, the rector and the church-warden attended Mr. 
Juſtice Kenrick, and gave him an account of theſe matters in 
compliance with his own requeſt and direction; for he, by re- 
peated complaints, being well acquainted with the riotous pro- 
ceedings and ſcandalous deportment of Wilkins, had directed that 
in caſe of any further abuſes on his part he might have notice of 
them; the reſult of this conference was, that the juſtice ſaid he 
would bind Wilkins to his good behaviour; and as to the rate, it 
muſt be ſigned by as many as they could get; that Sunday was 
as fit a day as any for that purpoſe, and that it ſhould be after - 
| | Wards 
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wards confirmed by the juſtices at their fitting :. the rector ac- 
cordingly the Sunday following ſent: for Baniſter, and having 
peruſed the rate, told him his intentions of having it ſigned in 
veſtry that very day, which he was affured was no improper 
day, and the rather to be choſen by them as they were then 
moſt likely to be free from the diſturbances of Wilkins, 'who 
was very ſeldom ſeen in the church upon a Sunday; to all 
which Baniſter aſſented, and the pariſhioners being aſſembled 
after the evening ſervice, the rector, the church-warden, and 
every other perſon preſent, ſigned the rate, except Baniſter the 


overſeer, who perſiſted in a refuſal, becauſe as he ſaid, though 


he was willing to oblige the rector, yet he was unwilling to diſ- 


oblige Mr. Wilkins, who had ſworn, that he would pay no taxes 


unleſs the parſonage houſe. was rated according to his direction. 

A few days before the ſitting of the juſtices, the rate was ſent 
by Baniſter. to Mr. John Hawker, clerk to the juſtices, with a 
letter, deſiring him to produce it at the ſitting, whither the rector 
and the church-warden went in expectation of it, and to have 
it confirmed. When Mr. Hawker declared to the fitting, that 
the rate had been indeed left with him, but that word was af⸗ 
terwards ſent to his houſe that he ſhould not carry the rate to 


the ſitting: this trifling and underhand management gave fo 


much offence, and very juſtly too, that a warrant iſſued againſt 


Baniſter, requiring him to come and ſhew cauſe why the rate 


was not brought according to his / promiſe ' made to Thomas 
Hunt, the churchwarden, who was ſummoned as an nest in

wiſe; but Baniſter pretending a fear of the juſtice's diſpleaſure, 
ſet forth immediately and waited at the juſtice's near four hours, 
in a ſeeming expectation of the rector and Hunt; the conſe- 
quence of which was, a letter from Mr. Kenrick, couched in the 
following terms, which as a ſpecimen of the juſtciary ſtyle and 
manner of writing, I inſert literatim: -

The rector heard no more either of the rate or of Baniſter till 
the 2 2d of November, when Baniſter called at the parſonage and 
demanded the poor's rate for the parſonage houſe, rated diſtinct 
from the parionage at . 15 per annum; upon the. ſight of the 
book the rector perceived that it was the ſame rate which had 
been ſigned by himſelf in veſtry the 14th of Auguſt; but that 

the parſonage houſe had been inſerted ſince by the addition of 
another line which was not there before; and that the date of 
Be | | | | the 
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and deceitful management, together with ſo manifeſt a forgery, 


determined the rector not to pay the money demanded, and 


he accordingly refuſed the payment of it, and gave Baniſter 
the proper notice that he ſhould appeal to the quarter ſeſ- 
ſions for relief; which Baniſter ſeemed at firſt to diſregard, 
ſaying, that the rate was ſigned by the juſtices (though whe- 


ther before or after the alteration appeared not), and uſing 
ſeveral threats and menacing expreſſions, adding afterwards, - 


much entreaty and perſuaſion. to induce the rector to pay the 
money; but he. perſiſting in his refuſal, Baniſter went his 
way, and the rector expected and intended to appeal agree- 
ably to the notice which he had given for that purpoſe. 

It is ſomething wonderful, that any gentleman in commiſſion 
for the peace ſhould countenance ſo notorious an act of in- 


juſtice as this moſt certainly was, by ſubſcribing his name in 


confirmation of this rate; and more ſo, that a magiſtrate 
ſhould promiſe to any party in a cauſe what was promiſed 
to Baniſter in this; who, as he himſelf openly declared, was 
aſſured by letter, that nothing more ſhould be heard which 
the rector particularly ſhould ſay, or have to ſay, concerning 


the rate, and the grievance which he complained of thereby. 


But whatever Mr. Juſtice Kenrick's ſentiments. of this affair 


might be, other perſons as capable of Judging between right. 


and wrong were of a very different opinion; and what their 
opinion was the following letter, ſelected out of many. others 


of the ſame import, will declare, the reverend perſon who

Notwithſtanding the notice of appeal given upon the 21ſt of 
December following, the rector being then from home, came 
Baniſter to the parſonage-houſe, bringing with him two other 
perſons, and alſo Mr. Cooke of Tonge, who was then conſtable, 
and by virtue of a warrant from ſome juſtices as he ſaid (though 
who they were nobody knows) ſeized and forcibly carried away 
a large quantity of pewter and other utenſils from the parſonage- 
houſe, behaving in the rudeſt and moſt indecent manner, al- 
though Mr. Cooke (who during the whole tranſaction behaved 
with the greateſt civility) perſuaded him to proceed reſpectfully 
and quietly, and not to take away a quantity of goods, in value 
ſo much exceeding what the aſſeſſment amounted to. 
December the 24th, the rector received a letter from Baniſter, 
offering, that upon payment of the rate, and a ſmall preſent to 
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the men who had accompanied him, he would reſtore the goods 
which he had taken away; to which the rector ſent for an- 
ſwer only, that this was an improper ſeaſon for ſuch diſturbances; 
and December the 26th, in a letter, repeated to him the notice 
he had before given of his intended appeal, at the ſame time 
appointing him to appear at the ſeſſions, and to bring with 
him the book in which the aſſeſſment was written. 
The 6th of January the appeal was heard at Canterbury, when 
it appearing evidently that the rate had been unduly made, and 
the parſonage-houſe inſerted after the making of it, the aſſeſſ- 
ment upon the parſonage-houſe was in all points quaſhed, and 
the rector's goods were ordered to be reſtored. 
A few days afterwards a perſon was ſent to. demand the goods 
of Baniſter, who refuſed to reſtore them, ſaying, that he had 
them not, but had ſold them according to law. The rector 
waited ſome days to ſee whether he would alter his mind, and 
comply with the order of the court; but he ſtill continuing 
obſtinate in his refuſal, was very ſhortly afterwards arreſted. 
Beginning now to be ſenſible of his ſituation, the rector 
was moved by Jacob Baniſter and ſome others, that the matter 
might be accommodated, and his brother releaſed ; but whether 
the terms were ſuch as could not be complied with, or for what 
other reaſon appears not; the cauſe went on to iflue, and was 
to have been tried at the enſuing aſſizes, at which time the 
rector and his witneſſes attending at Maidſtone, July 25, 1721, 
received a meſſage from Baniſter, requeſting an interview, which 
being granted, Baniſter defired that the affair might drop, and 
propoſed to throw all the expences, as well the rector's as his 
own, into the pariſh accounts, and that the whole ſhould be 
diſcharged out of the poor's rate, and declared himſelf very 
confident, that by his own influence, and that of his brother and 
Jacob, Wilkins and ſome others, he could perform that feat;

but the ** refuſing to be reimburſed by the * of 
ſuch as were innocent, rejected his ridiculous and unjuſt pro- 
poſal; however, the matter being reſumed the next day by the 
interceſſion of friends, and the ſtrongeſt aſſurances that all miſ- 
underſtandings and reſentment ſhould be for ever laid aſide and 
forgotten, and that ſuch conceſſion ſhould be looked upon as 
a perpetual obligation and a proof of the rector's kindneſs, and 
a manifeſtation of his known averſion to litigation and quarrels, 
an arbitration was concluded upon, and the buſineſs referred to 
- Robert Elwick of Bredgar, clerk, and Nicholas Jackſon of Lin- 
ſtead, gentleman 3 the rector's compliance wherein was much 
blamed by his acquaintance and friends, and he himſelf had 
reaſon afterwards to wiſh he had been leſs condeſcending. 
The bond of arbitration being ſigned, the ſincerity of Ba- 
niſter's aſſeverations appeared immediately, by the ſteps which 
were taken to prevent the arbitration taking place, and the viſible 
endeavours of himſelf and his abettors to put off the rector 
with fair words till the time limited for the determination of the 
affair ſhould expire. However, September 19, the arbitrators 
met, and notwithſtanding the falſe athdavits procured by the 
villainy of Baker the attorney, the matter appeared ſo plain, that 
Mr. Jackfon could not but admit that the treatment of the rector 
had been above meaſure ſcandalous ; but yet he was unwilling 
to award him any ſatisfaction, inſiſting upon ſuch ridiculous and 
extraordinary terms, that no perſon can believe he could be 
in earneſt or in his ſenſes when he propoſed them. » 
The arbitration being thus at an end, there remained nothing 
more for the rector to do but to bring the cauſe to a trial, which 
he accordingly did at the next aſſizes holden at Maidſtone, March 
21, 1722, and very readily recovering his damages, Baniſter was 
conſtrained to pay both his own Charges and thoſe of X68 rector 
_ likewiſe, 
Pending 


* 
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pending this diſpute, an oppoſition of another kind was ſet up 
againſt the rector, who, April 1p, 1721, having choſen a church- 
warden for the year enſuing, Wilkins and his aſſociates diſputed 
his right of choice, affirming, that it lay in the pariſh, and that 
they themſelves would chuſe another. They accordingly pro- 
ceeded, and pretended to chooſe Wilkins. May 2 following was 
the viſitation, when the rector, who had been appointed to preach 
upon that occaſion, coming down from the pulpit appeared in 
court, and when his pariſh was called, declared whom he had 
choſen for church-warden; againſt which the proctor for the 
adverſe party replied, averring from their information ſeveral 
falſities; to all which the rector anſwered, and the judge upon 
hearing both parties, as an expedient for peace, but without any 
detriment to the prerogative of the rector, propoſed to him in 
court to name another perſon: the rector did ſo, the perſon was 
ſworn, and the judge would ſuffer nothing to be CI bead 
Hp 
80 unweatied were the knavery of theſe We that, re- 
gardleſs of the determination of the quarter ſeſſions abovemen- 
tioned, Jacob Baniſter, who ſucceeded his brother as overſeer of 
the poor, at a veſtry holden April 30, 1721, produced a certain- 
rate written by Wilkins, though no ſuch rate had ever been 
granted by the pariſh, or indeed ever mentioned before, in which 
rate the parſonage houſe was again rated as it had been before. 
The rector, the church-warden, and others refuſed to fign it. 

At the ſitting of the juſtices, May 4 following, the church- 
warden appeared and deſired that the rate might not be con- 
firmed, at the ſame time giving his reaſons for it; that he had 
not ſigned it, neither could he, it being ſo unequal and unfair ; 
and that as to the rector in particular, his caſe had been already 
heard and determined at the quarter ſeſſions, and therefore his 
houſe ought not to * alſeſſed again, as the aſſeſſment of it had 


been 
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1 
been ſet aſide before. All this appeared extremely reaſonable to 
every body but Mr. Kenrickx; who in a froward angry manner 
told the church-warden the rate*ſhould be confirmed notwith. 
ſtanding the quarter-ſeflions : accordingly he ſigned it himſelf, 
and compelled another to ſign it allo. | 

By this act of dotage, the rector was reduced to the neceſſity 
of purſuing the ſame courſe again. But the event of the former 
bulineſs put an end to any further proceedings in this, and all 
vexation upon the ſcore of aſſeſſments ceaſed. As to Wilkins, 
his ſcurrility and diſorderly behaviour encreaſing, he was pre- 
ſented by the church-warden to the ordinary, for wrangling and 
quarrelling, 1 in the church, and abuſing the rector with oppro- 
brious language there; which preſentment Wilkins appeared in 
court to anſwer, and denied the charge; whereupon an intima- 
tion was decreed to go forth for the rector or church-warden to 
appear and juſtify, which they accordingly did ; and divers arti- 
cles were exhibited againſt Wilkins for abuſe, wrangling, and 
profanely ſwearing in the church; and he would have received 
correction ſuitable to his demerits, but, luckily for him, an act of 
general pardon was paſſed at that very time, and he eſcaped 
chaſtiſement. However, the diſgrace ſat heavy upon him, and 
to the great joy of the pariſhioners he left the place, by his 
departure making room for a more worthy perſon. 

By this means the combination was broken, and peace reſtored 
to the pariſh ; nothing more being attempted by theſe people in 
their own perſons, 1724, except breaking open the church and 
ringing the bells at an unſeaſonable hour; which extravagant 
action, the parties making a due ſubmiſſion, was readily par- 
doned by the rector. f 

But although no further vexation was given by theſe fellows 
in their proper perſons, yet, at the inſtigation- of Baniſter, who 
was ſteward to Sir John Hales, a ſuit was promoted againſt the 
| 4 | rector 
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rector by one from whom, upon account of his rank and quality, 


a better behaviour might have been expected. 

When Mr. Mores firſt came to be rector of this pariſh, he 
found ſtanding at the eaſt- fide of the church-yard a ſtately row 
of large and tall elms. The next year, being about to build a 
new parſonage-houſe, the carpenter mightily perſuaded him to 
take them down and uſe them in the building ; but they being 


| ſo very regular, ſo ornamental, and withal ſo great a defence to 


the church againſt high winds, he would by no means conſent 
thereto. 

Notwithſtanding in the year 17 14, Sir John Hales, 3 
that they belonged to him as lord of the manor, ordered them to 
be felled, although it was with difficulty that he got any body to 
undertake the buſineſs. The trees were ſo generally ſuppoſed to 
be the property of the rector, that men of honeſty and civility 
refuſed to be concerned in the affair: preceding rectors were 
known to have lopped them without the leaſt diſturbance, The 
land on each fide of the way was the rector's; and the very 
man who was found to act in this buſineſs (Joſeph Caſtile) came 


firſt to entreat the rector's pardon for what he was about to do, 
pleading his dependence on his landlord Sir John, whom if. he 
ſhould diſobey, he ſaid, it would prove his ruin, as he ſhould be 


infallibly turned both out of houſe and work. Old Mr. Baniſter, 
Sir John's ſteward, at that time aſſured the rector that himſelf 
had plainly refuſed to be concerned therein; but Mr. Allen the 


rector of Murſton came and meaſured the diſtance of the trees 
from the church- yard wall, and finding it to exceed 18 inches, 
orders were given for their being cut down, and they were cut 


down accordingly. 


But there were two aſhes, the one very ſmall, the other ſome- 


what larger, oppoſite to the church-porch, which ſtanding cloſer 


to the wall (i. e. within 18 inches) were for that reaſon left un- 


touch ed;

touched; and it was ſaid by the workmen, as Sir John's ex. 
preſſion, that though he would take his own, they ſhould not 
take them becauſe they were the parſon's. 

One of theſe aſhes having a ſpreading top, which was trou- 
bleſome to the waggons which came loaded down the road in 
harveſt, the rector was ſeveral times defired that it might he 
lopped or cut upwards. But in the year 17 24, having occafion 
for a poſt about ſome repairs, the trees being inconvenient” to 
the road, the rector thought it better to remove them both; the 
value whereof did not exceed for the beſt 2s. 6d. for the other 18. 

Near two years afterwards, in the beginning of March, 1726, 
the rector being ſick in his bed of a violent fever, came one 
Mr. May into his chainber at London, and declared that he had 
proceſs againſt him, at the ſuit of Sir John Hales, for a treſpaſs; 
but any farther particulars he knew not. His coming at a time 
when the rector was in ſo dangerous a ſtate, and fo very unfit 
to be diſturbed upon ſuch an occaſion, ſeemed to import ſome- 
thing very conſiderable. The rector therefore ſent to his at- 
torney, who was then in town, deſiring him to do what was 
proper in the caſe; and ſo ſoon as he was able to go abroad, 
was carried by a gentleman of ſome - eminence to Sir John, that 
he might learn his offence. Sir John ſtood at his parlour win- 
dow reading, but tent out word that he was not at home. The 
ſervant was then required to go in again, and aſk what other 
time would be agreeable to his maſter to be waited: upon about 
buſineſs : the anſwer was, that he had no ſuch time. | 

Being at a loſs what method to take after this treatment, the 
rector was adviſed by Sir Thomas Hales to write a letter to Sir 
John, which he accordingly did, 18th March, 1725-6, telling 
him, “that he knew not of any treſpaſs againſt him, and upon 
e the utmoſt ſtretch. of recollection could think of no cauſe of 


&« action, except it was the taking two trees from the bank of 
his

« his church-yard fence, which trees, for many reaſons, he be- 
« lieved to be his own ; and one of thoſe reaſons was, that Sir 
John himſelf had ch ſo. Nevertheleſs, if Sir John would 
« now declare that he really thought the trees were his, the 
« rector would very readily pay the value of them: otherwiſe, 
though the rector was by no means diſpoſed to litigate trifles, 
« he would with equal readineſs try the right with him.“ To 
this Sir John replied that he valued not the trees, but had been 
informed that the rector had ſpoken ill of him, mentioning the 
expreſſions which he had been told the rector had uttered 
againſt him; and ſuch expreſſions they were as none but the 
moſt deſpicable of mankind ever make uſe. of. But being 
aſſured by the perſons who waited upon him with the letter, 
that the rector was a perſon of no ſuch behaviour, Sir John 
appeared fatisfied, and faid that he would ſtop any further pro- 
ceedings. | 
The rector being informed of this accuſation, was exaſperated | 
greatly; and ſcorning to be ſuppoſed a perſon of ſuch language | 
(which, however common with Thomas Baniſter, who was Sir . | 
John's informer, was never uſed by him), wrote a ſecond letter t 
to Sir John, vindicating himſelf as to that particular, which pro- | 
duced a meſſage from Sir John, requeſting the rector's company _ 
at a time appointed; at which time the rector waited upon him, | 
Sir John repeated what he had before ſaid, and aſſured the "2 
rector, that as he had before promiſed to ſtop any further ; 1 
proceedings in the law, he had then actually done ſo by a : 
letter to Mr. Lawkins, his. attorney for that purpoſe; adding 
ſtill further, that he was ſenſible of Baniſter's miſ-repreſentations, 
and upon what account theſe ill offices were attempted, and that 
more might be attempted hereafter ; but for the future, no re- 


ſentment ſhould be.taken by him till he had firſt written to, or 
ſeen the rector. | 
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With this aſſurance from a perſon of Sir John Hale's qua- 
lity, who would not have been ſatisfied? But words are no deeds. 
Some months after the rector found the ſuit to go forward; 
and the third of June, 1726, received a letter from Thomas 
Baniſter, purporting, that unleſs the rector paid 41. and charges, 
Sir John Hales would proceed. The 8th of June following, 


the rector wrote to Sir John, repreſenting to him © how incon- 


& fiſtent this behaviour was with honour and his own aſſurances.“ 
To which he was not pleaſed to give any anſwer, 

In what manner this affair ended, cannot certainly be ſaid, 
It appears not to have come to a trial; and if it had, muſt in all 
likelihood have been determined in disfavour of Sir John Hales. 
His demand ſeems to have been for two very ſmall aſhes which 
grew cloſe to the doors of the parſonage barn towards the road, 
where was formerly a common well for the uſe of the poor 
people in the adjacent cottages, before the inhabitants of thoſe 
cottages had ſeverally wells for their diſtinct and particular uſe; 
which they feem not to have had before the year 1680. Theſe 
trees ſtanding in the way of the barn were taken down by the 
ręctor, on a preſumption that they were his own, in the year 
1717, being then valued at 38. after the carriage of them had 


been paid to Sittingbourne; fo that with reſpect to theſe, had 


the rector been in an error, Sir John was prechaded by the ſta- 
tute of limitations. And as to thoſe growing by the wall of 
the church-yard, if they were not the property of the rector, 
it is doubtful whether Sir John could have any pretence to an 
action for them, that part of the pariſh being not in the bo- 
rough of Tunſtall, tor which his borſholder is choſen (as the 
parſonage houſe and barn is), but in the borough of Bredgar, 
in the manor and hundred of Milton, and the borſholder of 
Bredgar collects burrough-ſilver of Mr. Grove on one fide the 
church, and of the ale-houſe on the other; from whence it 


ſhould follow that Sir John had nothing to do with them.
